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Highlights 



Production of bituminous coal and lignite in the week ended May 14, 
1983, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

14.671.000 short tons* This was an increase of 249,000 short tons, 

or 1.7 percent from production in the previous week. Production in 
the corresponding week of 1982 was 17, 100,000 short tons. Bituminous 
coal and lignite production from January 1 through May 14, 1983 

totaled 275,499,000 short tons, 15.5 percent below production in the 
same period of 1982. 

Production of Pennsylvania anthracite in the week ended May 14, 
1983, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

80.000 short tons, an increase of 2,000 short tons or 2.6 percent 

from production in the previous week. Production in the correspond- 
ing week of 1982 was 85,000 short tons. Anthracite production from 
January 1 through May 14, 1983 totaled 1,516,000 short tons, 18.0 

percent below production in the same period of 1982.
